a Bill will be broughe into the Houle; for 
who knows what wil!, or will not be Tranf- 
adied there ? But this is the Boaft of the 
Party; this is what chey Threaten the Nati- 
on with, and itis nota very Unhappy Difco- 
very; the furnifhing us with anearly know- 
ledge of their Defign, will, I doubt not, fur- 
nifh us with fuffcient Warning to prevent 
the Effects of it. 

The Gentlemen that boaft of this Bill, tell 
usa great many Particulars, which I cannot 


but think it is ve 
fhould know; and if I dono Service in thir 
Publication, Gentlemen, you will Excufe the 
Honefty of the Defign ; Iam fure the Cheat 
ought to be difcovered 5 and I had rather 
tell you Ten Stories to no purpole, than o- 
ee one that may be ufeful to the Pub- 
ick. 

Firft, We are told by thefe Gentlemen, 
This Bill for the Security of the Proteftant 
Rellgion, tho’ it may, among many other 
things, be prepared to fupprefs Occafional 
Conformity ; yet it fhall be fo Reduc'd, fo 
Modell’d, and fo Abftraéted from all the Ob- 
jeflions of the Lords, that unlefs they will 
Abandon the Church, they thall not be pre- 
vailed upon torefufe it, without Infollerable 
Scandal. 

Secondly, They will come down fo fairly 
to the Terins of that firft Bill, which the 
Lords once Agreed to, and in which they

This, they fay, is grounded upon a Claufe 
in the Reafonings of the Lords at the Con- 
ferences about the firft Occafional Bill; 
wherein their Lordfhips granted, That the 
Occafional Conformity of Difenters ought to 
be Supprefs’d 5, only objected againft the Cir- 
cumftantials of the Bill, the Seafon of put- 
ting it in Execution, and the like; all which 
they will now remove ; and havisg brought 
the Bill down to the Standard of their Lord- 
fhips Judgments, it muft be allowed a great 
Tanenes of the Moderation of the Houle; 
That fince they cannot prevail with their 
Lordfhips, to come ever to their Opinion, 
as to the Particulars, they will come over to 
their Lordthips, and accept the General 5 
if thefe will not Grant what thofe .De- 
fire, thofe fhall Accept of what thefe will 
Grant. 

This Contrivance might have had fome 
better Face upon it, if the Intervening Cir- 
cumftances had not Difcovered the Temper 
and Defign of the Party; if their Vehe- 
mence in purfuing their Bill, had not Difco- 
vered the Bottom of the Defign lay deeper, 
than was at firft pretended; if it had not 
been plain, that the preventing the Growth 
of Hypocrifie, as thefe People pretend, was 
not really the leaft part of the Defign, and 
the Good of the Church made ufe of only 
as a pretence to cover the Pernicious Purpo- 
fes of a Party, which too much Difcovered 
themfelves in the Violence of the Temper, 
with which they purfued them ; Good Ends 
being feldom profecuted by Evil Means, Le. 
gal Defigns, and Moderate Propofals, fel- 
dom requiring Dangerous Experiments, Fu- 
rious, Illegal, and Exotick Methods. to 
bring them to pafs. 

The General Defign nas too much been 
Difcovered by the Violence and Paffion of the 
Contrivers 3 and if this has occafioned the 
Nation farther to Enquire into the Reality 
of the Defign, they muft thank themfelves : 
*Tis own’d, if thete Mens want of Temper in 
the Profperity of their’ Affairs, had not 
blown up their Projeét ; if they had not been 
Blinded by the full Tide of their Expecta- 
tions, they had obtained too much in that 
firft Eflay 3 but their own want of Policy,

Now, had the Defign been really the — 
preventing the Occafional Conformity of © 
Diffenters, why, Gentlemen, it would moft — 
fignificantly hive appeared, if inftead ofa — 
Bill to Thruft them farther from you, and — 


fhut them out, you had been pleafed to hare 


offered fome Remedies to the General Evil, 


and Opened the Arms and the Doors of the 
Church, to have firft received all thofe that 
could upon reafonable Proteft.mt Conditions, 
have come wholly in. 

Firft, To fhut Men ont, and then fo fay, 
they won’t come in, is fuch Bantering God 
Almighty and your Brethren, that ’tis no 
Wonder, Gentlemen, thefe Dealings make 
Men more afraid of your Defign; for it can 
never be thought that you who Complain of 
the Diffenting, the Schifin, the Fattion of 
the People, can pretend to with the Healin 
it, by making the Breach wider, and fhut- 
ting out thofe that would come in. 

To fay this Bill is for the preventing Hy- 
pocrilic, is it felf fucha piece of Hypocrifie, 
that not the Houfe of Lords only, but the 
Meaneft Piowmaa in the Nation, fees thro’, 
and Laughs at; and therefore ’tis not enough 
to fay, the Occational Conformity of Diffen- 
ters; is not jultifiable Why do you not 
Cure the Evil, by giving them room to 
make that total, which they Declare their 
willingnefs to, by Partial and Occafional 
Compliance with. 

To fay, the Difenters willnot Comply to. 
tally, tho’ Overtures and Advances to that 
purpofe were made, isto Covér the Cheat 
yet farther, and make Falfities and eh

Now this feems fo Juft a Thing, that I 


cannot but think no Reafonable Man will 


reje&t it ; Firft, Gentlemen, open the Boors 
of the Church, and make thefe Offers ; 
make all thofe Advances which Charity, 
Temper, and Religion Demand of you, and 
which, upon a fair Debate, may be proved 
reafonable ; and then if the Diffenters thew 
themfelves Refraétory, and Ill-natur’d, if 
they appear Obftinate, or_are Confuted in 
their Reafonings ; it they can neither De- 


- fend their Diffenting, nor yet thew them- 


felves Enclin’d to Comply with you, there 
may be fome pretence of Contumacy, and 
they may be call’d obftinate , but to fay they 
are not to be reconciled, and yet offer them 
nothing, is fucha piece of Drolery, that it 
will never go down with the Meaneft Un- 
derftandings in the Nation. 

From hence it will appear, that all the 
Condefcentions in a-New Bill, all the Cur- 
tailing, it, and bringing it down to the firft 
Standard, which the Lords would have paft, 
will now, if Mens Eyes are opened, as I 
think they are, be Infignrificant 3 nor will it 
be any Derogation, or Detraétion, to fay of 
the Lords, That had their Lordfhips had an 
Equal Profpeé of the Defign at that firft 
Seffion, when had thefe Gentlemen watch’d 
their Opportunity, they had carried their 
Point 3 their Lordfhips would not have gone 
fo far as they did. 

Thefe People therefore may fit down, and 
Reproach themfeives if they pleafe, with

Due Care of the Church, will with much ee 
ree be Fait dpe want of Reafon, 
as Well as Manners; and may very reafona- 
bly be thus Anfwer'd 3 That sabe Care of 
the Church, muft be allow’d to confift rather 
in bringing Difenters into the Communion of 
the Church, than in foreclofing both them 


“and their Pofterity, and fhutting the Door 


againft them ; blocking it up with Ceremo- 
nies, Trifles, and Things own’d to be In- 
different, whith they never could Defend in 
Pra&ice, much lefs can they defendthe Im- 
pofing them as Terms of Communion, and 
which, unlefs Complied with, the Willing 
Enclining Difenter, is Effe€tually thut out 
and Rejeéted. 

If therefore there is nothing in your De- 
fign, Gentlemen, but the Safety and Sécuri- 
ty of the Church, the moft Effeétual Me- 
thod to fecure the Church, muft certainly 
be, to make-thofe you cal} her Enemies, be- 
come her Friends; to receive all thefe Gen- 
tlemen, that on Occafion can Conform, into 
a Total Union and Conformity ; fo making 
them a part of your-felves, joyn’d in the Uni- 
on of Intereft, as well as Profeffion ; and the 
Breach being thus clofed, the Entity would 
ceafe of Courfe ,and the Cry of the Churches 
Danger, would fall of it felf. 

This I Conceive tobe fo plain, that till it 
is offered at, all the Pretenfions for an Occae 
fional Bill, will be found Vain and Empty s 
and that of bringing it down to the Teft of the 
Lords former Conceffions, will rather: ap- 
pear to bea True Demonftration of the Pro- 
jeted Scheme, than any thing elfe, and of 
the Parties being willing to play at {mall 
Game, rather than ftand out. 

If then a Propofal never fo Specious in it 
felf, covers a Plot agaiaft Religion, againft 
the Publick Peace, and againft the Settle- 
ment of the Church and State, it ought to 
be RejeGted for the Evil of its Meaning, and 
that which may be better juftified at another 
Occafion, becomes Unfeafonable and Impro- 
per, and ought to be Rejeéted. 

I have forborn the farther Enlarging on 
this Subje&, having a Defign to lay it before 
thofe whom-it may more particularly Cone
